WASHINGTON. Aug. .1 — 
The compromise wool bill, agreed 
to by tbe House and Senate, repas- 
sed the House today, and will lie 
taken up in the Senate at noon .Mon- 
day, Senator La Pdlette gave no 
tier hi w.M.Iil L.ill it np that time 
aud ask for immediate action upon 
tbe eonfcrencc report in which the 
two Houses agreed lo a wool taiitV 
on a raw wool .Intv of 29 per cent, 

ri.e Senate acceded to the Demo- 
ratic- Progressive demand tliiit the 
Canadian reciprocity|repeal amend- 
ment lie dropped from the iron and 
Steel tariti bill. This action resulted 
in tbe repaaaage of the bill in tbe 
Senate: and the nie.-isiirc is now on 
its way to the President.
